THE MAY VIEW OF YEAREND STRENGTH--PROJECTIONS HOLDING UP 


The Agency will meet and exceed its FY 82 position ceiling 
during May. During April, gains and losses were close to projection, 
with monthend strength rising slightly above projection. The DO 

' increased its strength by more than was projected. As expected, 

25X1 -EODs at were under the(L__—Césdfeves1 of the preceding two 
months and will fall lower during May and thereafter unless a green 
light is received on ceiling relief. The Agency as a whole was 
only 13 below its ceiling at the end of April. No individual. 
Directorate was farther than 19 from ceiling. S&T was 19 above 
ceiling. Even DI, which had lagged earlier in the year, was only 
14 below ceiling. With the DO only 7 below ceiling at the end of 
April, the entering on duty of the expected number of externals [| 25x1 
for the July CT class would probably. put the Directorate above 
strength, with no expectation of any offsetting underage in other 
Directorates. . 


The projections made here assume that the Agency will not exceed 
its position ceiling at yearend, although the possibility of ceiling 
relief is under consideration. Alternative projections were made on 
19 April to show the effect of various strength and FTE options; ° 
events during the last two weeks do not show a need to modify these 
projections significantly. ‘
